The
matters whiok for six years past it has bsen
their duty to discuss are now becoming insig-
nificant, The qnestivn of reconstrnotion is
almost out of the way, The sucosss of General
Grant, and the preservation of the lirgs ma
jority of the Republicsn party lo each houass,
render the continnanve of soy line of polioy
they may see fit to agres upon a cartalaty for
at least four years to vome. Within as wmany
monthas the whole systewn of recomatruction

will be in complete working order, and the

obstacles in the road, which hava heratofore
oaused delay, be levelled dowa by the cer-
tainty of deoision in the ivcomiog Adwministra-

tion. The thovghts of the country and also |

of the Representatives can now be turned to
othier izsnes, and they can devote themselves
to questions comparatively slighted io the
unnsual attention to the gaestion of loyalty.
What is it the daty of Congresa to devote
itself to, now that the issus of reconstruotion
is practically removed | We oan answer ne-
gatively with more force. It ia not its daty to
continue to tinker and meddle with the body

of recoustruction laws which it has establishad. |

So far as the polivy of government in the
Southern Btates is concerned, Copgress has
done all that it can io justion doto give parfect
equality of rights to all wen. It has passed
lawa quite stringent enoogh, and has given
force to those laws by tue establishment of
governments which ¢srry inta execation their
theory. These laws are enflislently decided
and sufliviently broad. With the acvession ot
General Grant will come & proper execution
of these laws, and it wonld be both nseless and
unwise to add to or cerrect them. They are
good enough as they staud, and the people of
the laud have 50 declared. Therefors we favor
the abandonment of reconstructive legislation,
and with it all the varivus measures which the
undue zeal of partisauship has led the authors
to propose.

States, We deny its consttudonality aund
gerionsly doubt its pulicy. If an amuendment
to the Constitntion is deswmed proper by two-
thirds, let it be proposed to the Sustes; bat as
to decree who sball vote in Pewusylvania by
a general law passed 1n Washington is an ides
entirely too arbitrary to be caondidly sas

tained. Buooh a measare would be the death-
knell of the Bepublican party. We favor nai-
versal suffrage ourselves, sand woall eheer-
fully support it in any legal and politic way;
but the Samuper bill is nsiher the vge nor the
other. We hope, therefore, that Congress
will let all eoch measares rest io peaos, and
et the solution of the great problem all over
the land be worked oat by time and the
gradual education of the popular mind, which
must oome with success in the practical work-

ings of equal rights in the more Soathern
Commonwealths,

Havivg let reconstruotion remain as it i3, to
what should Congress direot its attention !
There are go many grave questions that have
been neoessarily slighted in the all-absorbing
devotion to the issue of equal rights, that it
will take time to select what first demsnds
attention. Probably to the revenns system
should be direoted the earnest investigation of
both houses. The present plao of ralsing inter-
nal revenue is so full of tacilisies through which
rasoality oan be perpetrated, 8o abonnding
with means of swindling withont detection,
that it needs & thorough renovation., It wouald
almost be easier 10 recommence on a naw
foundation than to cootinuae to pateh up the
present one. Some decided steps shoald be
taken to repress the frands which now daprive
the Government of so much whioh is i8 juat
due; and the above will occnpy no small pro-
portion of the time of Congreas. Then, again
the issue of fivance demands wiost thorough
investigation: To a certain extent we have

loat eight of this in the Hurry and
exoitemment of the last few wonths.
Yet its overwhelming importance s

geverally appreciated, and it is to-day de-
manding careful and extended examination.
It is time that some steps be taken to establish
for our nation & deoided finavcial policy, and
this oan ouly be done by a prolonged conside-
ration of the whole subjest.
